A SCENE NEVER BEFORE WITNESSED IN 
THE LIST OF MARITIME DISASTERS. 


The Utopia Sinks a Few Minutes After the 
Collision With the Anson—Officers and 
Orews ofthe British Warships Rescue 
Several Hundred Passengers—The O. 
K. Railroad Wreck~—A Steamer Ashore. 


GIBRALTAR, March 18.— h steamer 
Utopia, from Italian ports, sunk off 
Ragged Staff yesterday after colliding with 
the British steamer Rodney, anchored in the 
bay here. There was a severe gale atthe 
time of the collision. Previous to the collis- 
ion with the Rodney, the Utopia ran into the 
British ironclad Anson. The Utopia had 700 
Italian emigrants aboard. The British tron- 
clads and the man -of-war Freya immediately 
lowered boats and rescued a number of the 


LATER. 

It is now believed that the loss of life by the 
sinking of the Anchor Line steamer Utopia 
Was muoh larger than at first estimated. It 
is calculated that of the 700 Italian emigrants 
and the crew on board, 570 persons were 
G@rowned. Several bodies of those who lost 
their lives in the disaster have been washed 
ashore on the Spanish coast. 

THE ANSON. TO BLAME. , 

One acconnt ofthe disaster attributes it to 
the fact that the British war ship Anson was 
drifting before the gale, andthatinso doing 
she rammed the Utopia abaft the funnel. 
After ramming the Utopia the Anson is said 
to have reversed her engines, which caused 
her to back away from the Utopia, which ves- 
sel was practically impaled on the 
spur of the Anson’s ram,and the Utopia 
almost immediately afterwards sank be- 
neath the waves. Everything possible 
was done by tiie officers and seamen of the 
British war ships in their efforts to save the 
lives of the unfortunate people on board the 

ja. So much s60 that four seamen were 


= hed overboard and drowned from one of 
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the warship’s steam launches while taking 
part in the work of rescue. .Among the 


4 Utopia’s officers and petty officers who were 


saved by the boats of _ the war- 
ship were ‘Capt, McKeague, the 
ship’s doctor, boatswain, chief steward, 
and carpenter. Thescene after the collision 
has probably never before been witnessed in 
the history of maritime disasters. On one 
side was the sinking passenger steamship, 
crowded with about seven hundred emigrants 
who filled the air with wild, horrible appeals 
for help and shrieks of terror as they 
saw death awaiting them in the dark, 
angry waters in the Bay of Gibral- 
tar. Overhead the clouds rushed 
furiously, driven along by the strong west 
gale which had been one of the causes of the 
calamity. Right and left of the sinking ves-

Rodney and the Anson, huge specimens of 
Britain’s most powerful fighting ships, pour- 
ing the light of their powerful electric refiec- 
tors upon the disabled steamship, lighting up 
the agony of her passengers and showin

* which they were placed. 


THE’ RESCUERS. 

Here and tHere were the war ships’ small 
boats manned sturdy blue jackets, who 
strained every nerve as they bent to their 
oars in the heavy sea while striving gallantly 
to be first to reach the drowning passengers 
ofthe Utopia. The rescued passengers, es- 
timated to number about 200, possibly more, 
souls, were most kindly cared for on board 
the war ships or were taken ashore and 
housed in the different Government 
buildings. Even at 2 p. m. to-day 
the exact number of lives lost is not 
accurately known. A navalcourt of inquiry 
will be convened on board of the British flag- 
ship H. M. 8. Anson, ten guns, 10,600 tons and 
11,500 horse-power, flying the flag of Rear 
Admiral Loatus F. Jones and commanded by 
Capt. B. F. Clark. The Rodney, the other 
British war ship, mixed up in the disaster in 
some manner not definitely explained, 
mounts ten guns, is of 10,800 tons and 11,500 
horse-power. She is commanded by Capt. 
John B. Warren. Both war ships belong to 
the Channel Squadron, of which Admiral 
Jones is the second in command, 

THE NUMBER OF VICTIMS. 

At 8:30 p. m. the number of persons saved 
from the Utopia disasteris said to be 831 and 
the loss of life is placed at about 4000, possibly 
less. Already thirty-two bodies have been 

red. The authorities of Gibraltar are 
furnishing the rescued people with lodging, 
food and clothing. It is expected that the 
Anchor Line people will shortly take steps 
to forward the Utopia survivors to 
their destinations in. the United 
States by another steainship of their 
line. Some ofthe Italians, however, are 60 
badly scared by their experience of last night 
that they announce their intention of never 
again braving the dangers of an ocean voy- 
age. Divers from the war ships are now at 
work over and above the spot where the 
Utopia sank. It is possible efforts will be 
made to raise her. The principal work of the

"The explosion was 
caused by hot slag falling from the furnace 
into a pool of water. Very little damage was 
done to the mill.

A Steamer Ashore. 
WoOoDSsHOLL, Mass., March 18.—The steamer 
Hercules, Capt. Anderson, of the Philadel- 
phia Coal Co. went ashore in Lackey’s Bay, 
on the south side of Naushon Island, at 3 
o’clock this morning. 


A Day’s Mishaps. 


A horrible accident occurred yesterday in 
the coal mine at Lehigh, Io. While John 
Peterson was working in the bottom of a 100- 
foot shaft, the rope supporting the heavily 
loaded bucket broke when the latter was near 
the top and the bucket descended with fright- 
ful velocity, the chain striking Peterson on 
the top of the head, cleaving the entire body 
in twain.

VIGILANT CUSTOMS OFFICIALS, 


Seizure of a Large Am®6unt of Milliners’ 
Goods and Dresses. 


New YoOrK, March 18.—The seizure-room at 
the Cistom-house looked like a milliner’s es- 
tablishment yesterday. Surveyor Lyon and 
his staff made another seizure from two 
women who are suspected of being milliners 
or dressmakers, and three large trunks, con- 
taining a great variety of wearing apparel 
and articles of different kinds, are stored in 
the seizure-room awaiting the decision of the 
Government. Miss Fannie Barrett and Mrs. 
Eleanor Knott of New York are pos- 
sibly anxiously waiting for the _  de- 
cision also. They arrived here yes- 
terday on the steamer Eider from Bremen. 
They told the customs inspecfors that they 
had few dutiable goods and that the contents 
of their trunks were almost entirely personal 
effects. The customs officials are keepinga 
sharp lookout for miliners who are return- 
ing from Europe about this time with spring 
goods and made an investigation of the 
trunks. In Miss Barrett’s trunk were found 
silk dresses, silk wraps, gloves, etc. In Mrs. 
Knott’s trunks were silk dresses, tea gowns, 
camels-hair gowns, woolen dresses and many 
dregs patterns. The articles made the largest 
amount of the kind seized this season. Both 
women deny that they are dressmakers. 
Miss Barrett. however, admitted that her 
was a dressmaker, It is said warrants 
elr arrest will be issued to-day.

SPIKED THE GUNS. 


MAYOR VALDIVIESOS OF VALPARAISO GOES 
OVER TO THE INSURGENTS. 


The Entire Garrison Joins Him and 
Deserts the Fort. 


A GREAT ADVANTAGE GAINED BY THE 
INSURGENTS OVER BALMACEDA. 


Progress of the Revolution in Chili—The 
Parnellites Pleased With Gladstone’s 
Speechand the McOarthyites Angry— 
Expelled From Russia-—The Elections 
in Argentine—France and Germany— 
Foreign Affairs. 


BuvugeENos AYRES. March 18.—A dispatch 
received here to-day from Valparaiso states 
that Maj. Valdiviesos of that city has gone 
over tothe insurgents after winning over to 
their cause the garrison, which deserted the 
fort after spiking the guns. The ex-Govern- 
ment troops then seized President Balma- 
ceda’s transport, the Maida, which was an- 
chored in the harborand which was loaded 
with gatling guns, rifles and ammunition. 
After this the Mayorand garrison embarked 
on board the transport and steamed north- 
ward to join the insurgents. This is a tre- 
mendous biow to @resident Balmaceda’s 
prestige, and his cause may now fairly be 
said to be on the wane. x9 

THE ALMONTE BATTLE. 

Paks, March 18.—Late news received here 
from Iquique, Chili, does not confirm the ac- 
count of the horrors of the Almonte battle, as 
heretofore published, but mention is made 
ofcomments by President Balmaceda’s pa- 
pers at Santiago of a massacre at Tarapaca 
committed by orderof the late Col. Bobles. 
From this it is inferred that the excesses of 
the revolutionists at Almonte were in the 
nature of reprisals. 

FURTHER REPORTS. 

NEW YORK, March 18.—A cable dispatch re- 
ceived to-day by Flint &Co. from Santiago

Gladstone at Hastings. 

Loypown, March 18.—When Mr. Gladstone 
reached Hastings, yesterday, he found the 
town thronged with people, the buildings 
decorated with flags and bunting and every- 
one out in holiday style. He was presented 
with an address shortly after his arrival 
and in responding to it reviewed the work of 
Government and Parliament saying he found 
little to blame in Salisbury’s foreign policy 
but condemned the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer in making false financial statements. 
He also said it. was wrong to appropriate 
$10,000,000 for the navy this year to be spent in 
the next seven years. Regarding the Irish 
Parllamentary party Mr. Gladstone said 
the party now existing was the result of long 
and united effort,and the individual mem- 
bers sunk their universal opinion to the opin- 
ion of the majority andthe good ,of the em- 
pire. 

Refore proceeding any further, Mr. Gladstone 
added, I should like tosaya word about Mr: Tar- 
nell’s speech in which he said that he had opposed 
the claims of labor candidates in Kngland in conse- 
quence of an obligation he was under to the Liberal 
leaders. There is not one word of truth in the state- 
ment, so faraslam concerned. Soy hear.) Far 
from opposing the claims of the labor candidates, I 
have always been ready to stpportthem. [Cheers. } 

He said the Liberals knew the cause of 
home rule depended upon them, and the real 
objectors were the Iill-starred abortion called 
| the Liberal Unionists. 

IRISH LIBERTY’ 

He said Ireland was ruled one way and En- 
gland anotherand that many liberties en- 
joyed by the English were denied the Irish 
people. Parnell was a supporter of the Tory 
press and the Tories and should have said so 
in his manifesto to the Americans. The efforts 
of the Liberal minority, he was glad to say, 
resulted in an improvement of the condition 
of Irish prisoners. He regretted that Dillon

Harrington said that Mr. Gladstone evidently 
regards Mr. Parnell as the only Irish 
representative worth talking about, as 
he had i. “not wasted. many words 
on “anybody else. The’ speech was 
intended, Mr. Harrington said, asan answer 
to Mr. Parnell’s manifesto, and also as a no- 
tice to the Irish people that they must depose 
Parnell astheir leader, or giveup all claim 
on the English Liberals. Mr. Gladstone would 
find, however, that Irish-Americans and the 
Irish people were capable of getting along 
without English advice. With an amazing 
assumption of autocratic power Gladstone 
gave his ultimatum, ‘‘give up Parnell or 
iose)3=60 6 shome_ =orule.’’ The _ (tIrish people 
could not forget, Mr. Harrington added, 
that the man who said this had, when 
in actual power, put their Home Rule leader 
in prison. Upon the McCarthyites the im- 
pression produced by Mr. Gladstone’s speech 
is not altogether pleasant. For obvious rea- 
sons théy do not careto figure im unfriendly | 
criticisms of Liberal leaders,*but one of the 
prominent McCarthyite M, P.’s has stated 
that he would much prefer that Gladstone 
had ignored Parnell and left him to be dealt 
with by the Irish clergy and other strictly 
Irish elements, and that at present any at- 
tack from a British source on Parnell was 
calculated to strengthen him in Ireland.

Italy and-the Vatican. 

Rome, March 18.—The strained relations 
which existed before Crispi’s fall between 
the Vatican and Quirinal are relaxing to a 
noticeable degree. Since the new Govern- 
ment took control the attehtion of every one 
has been attracted to the Roman question. 
The present Cabinet, with the support of the 
Court, is hopeful that the Pope may before 
long be induced to allow Catholics to vote and 
take a part in Italian politics. But thereisa 
strong feeling against this. 

In the Church one may distinguish three 
factions or parties. First there is the party 
of conciliation, which numbers among its 
followers many laymen and some of the more 
enlightened prelates. Count Campelli is 
prominent inthis group, and it finds strong 
support among the provincial aristocracy. 
The Bishops of Cremona and Placenza are 
counted among its adherents, and all church- 
men ambitious to play some part 
in politics are attracted to it. 
Count Campelli and’ hig friends have pre- 
sented to the Pope a long document, in which 
they give in detail the reasons in favor of al- 
lowing Catholics to take partin political and 
parliamentary life. To stop religious perse- 
cutions, to prevent the firreligious education 
of youth, to delay the triumphal march of 
radicalism, to found in the country a power- 
ful conservative organization capable of 
settling Italy upon solid foundations, and to 
restore to the Church its prestige and popu- 
larity, and thus prepare the way for all lay- 
men desirous of playing a political part, 
such are the ideas and aims which move this 
party. 

A FATAL ACCIDENT. 

ROME, March 18,—Yésterday while the mem- 
bers of committee appointed for the purpose 
were crossing«a foot bridge to examine a site 
for the annual cattle show, which is held at 
Cagliari, the structure gave way, carrying 
the whole party with it. Five of the commit- 
teeman were killed and several others were 
injured, 


France and Germany. 


BERLIN, March 18.—Should M. Herbette, the 
French, and Count Schouvaloff,; the Russian 
Ambassador, both be recalled at an early 
date, as now seems probable, the situation 
will give excuse for grave anxiety. Both 
these ambassadors are friends of peace and 
Herbette, especially, hag exerted himself to 
create pleasant relations between France and 
Germany. To this fact he owes the present 
unpopularity which the French Government 
can no longer ignore. Schouvaloff has never 
been a favorite with the Katser, perhaps be- 
cause he was a favorite with Bismarck. On 
the other hand, he has always maintained 
himself in a way to avold any friction be- 
tween the two empires, and thus acted suc- 
cessfully. In the present temper of the 
French and German Governments it would be 
easy for an impolitic ambassador to bring on 
acrisis. One peculiar fact about Schouvaloff 
igthathe has suchalarge household, and 
there are Berliners unkind enough to suggest 
that the ladies of the hotisehold make them- 
selves usefulin gathering from thoughtless 
associates facts of importance to Russia.

Lonpon, March 18.—The Committee of Par- 
liament appointed to consider the question of 
State aid to emigration, has made its final re- 
port. The committee does not advise any 
general extension of the system except in the 
case of congested districts of Scotland and 
Ireland and suggests that the provisions of 
the Irish land bill relating to congested dis- 
t¥icts be applied also to Seotland. The com- 
mittee advises that the experiment of send- 
ing 100 crofters and their families to America 
De repeated.

TENEMENT HORROR. 


Terrible Scenes at a Fire in New York’ 
Hebrew District. , 


MEN AND WOMEN LEAP AND 
THROWN FROM WINDOWS. 


~ _ 


Three of a Family of Six, Father and Two 
Daughters, Perish Miserably—A Lad’s 
Brave Rescue of His Mother—An Awful 
Sight—Destruction of the Opera House 
at Joliet, Ill.—Other Fires. 


NEw YorkK, March 18.—Terrible scenes were 
enacted this morning in the Hebrew district. 
In afire that consumed the five-story tene- 
ment on the southwest corner of Allien and 
Hester streets three of a family of six, father 
and two daughters, perished miserably. The 
mother was carried out all but acorpse. Her 
two boys were more or less badly burned. 
Men and women leaped andchildren were 
thrown from windows in the desperate effort 
toescape. Firemen and police caught whom 
they could, but not all. One child at least 
was all but killed in the fall. Of the fifty-one 
persons in the house, seven lie dead and 
maimed. This ig the list of the dead: 

BARNETT JARTAR, aged 56, Polish Jew, tailor 
by trade, burned to death. 

SARAH, his oldest daughter, 19 years, burned 
to death. ;

Hospital, 
THE FIRE, 

The fire started at 3:15 o’clock, when every 
member of the families in the house was 
fastasleep, It was seen first from thé street, 
Simultaneously by three policemen, who 
gave the alarm from box 17], on the corner of 
Orchard and Hester streets. In five minutes, 
before the firemen could get to work, the 
flames, that had crept steaithfily from the 
celarup the only stairway, enveloped the 
house from the street to, the roof. The ten- 
ants, Hebrew tailors, with their families, 
roused suddenly to confront death tn its most 
terrible form, swarmed down the fire escapes 
on both sides of the buijding, shrieking and 
walling as they called their dearones. Lad- 
ders were thrown up hastily to help them 
down, but some, in the confusion and smoke, 
missed both weod and iron ladders. The iron 
runnings of the fire escapes were turning 
white with heat when Max Goldstein reached 
for them from the third floor and recoiled in 
despair. He stood holding his three little 
children in his arms. 

THROWN FROM THE WINDOWS. 

From the street the police yelled to him to 
throw them down. He threw first one, 
Moses, aged 5 years, and Policeman Bayer 
caught the boy. Rose, the babe, 1% years 
old, was caught nextin thearms of Police- 
man Weiss. Abraham, 3 years old, followed 
so quickly that though the policeman broke 
his fallthey were unable tocatch him.. He 
fell heavily on the pavement and was picked 
up senseless, injured internally. The father 
himself Jumped after,and escaped unhurt. 
He tossed the children by the heels. The 
building was gutted and the tenants lost their 
all. Whenthe firemen entered at 50’clock, 
led by Chief Kehoe, it was reported that ten 
were missing, lost in the flames. The four 
lower stories were searched and.no one 
found. In the fifth story, next to the roof, 
the firemen found Barnett Jartar and his two 
daughters, dead, They found him kneeling 
at the window overlooking Allen street with 
both hands on the sill, as though he had fal- 
len, overwhelmed by the flames, on the very 
threshold of escape. His venerable beard 
was burned off. 

AN AWFUL SIGHT. 

Under him, where she had crept up close, 
inthe hall of death, was the body of his 
youngest daughter and pet child, little Bessie. 
Kneeling by the bed at the other side of the 
room they found the body of Sarah wrapped 
in a blanket. All had been burned and 
smothered to death. The oldest boy. Harry, 
had escaped, but ran back for his mother, 
whom he carried out. Both reached the 
street half dead, followed across the fire es- 
cape by little Abraham. Abraham told the 
police that they tried the scuttle, bfit found 
it locke® Then they hadtotun back. But 
for that they would not have perished. It is 
against the law to lock a scuttle over night. 
The housekeeper says it was notlocked. The 
police belleve thé/house was burned by 
incendiaries. 

JOLIET OPERA-HOUSE BURNED. | 

JOLIET, Ill., March.18.—A disastrous fire 
broke out in the opera-house this morning at 
8 o’clock, causing a total loss of the structure 
and to the firms occupyingit. The loss on the 
opera-house building was $50,000; insurance, 
$20,000. The loss to occupants, including two 
business firms, three society lodges and the 
rooms of the Union Club; aggregate about 
$12,000, partially insured. 

POOR-HOUSE BURNED. 

SAGINAW, Mich., March 18.—The Saginaw 
County Poor-house burned yesterday and the 
forty-two inmates, many of them maimed 
and imbeciles, had a narrow escape for their 
lives. Nothing was saved from the building 
and it was with the greatest difficulty that 
the body of Charles Peace, who died at mid- 
night, was dragged out. Two of the inmates 
escaped in the confusion.

Another Trial to Be Made to Test the 


Horse-Power. 

New YORK, March 18.—The surprising fail- 
ure of the new third-class cruiser Benning- 
ton to develop the 3,400 horse-power, as re- 
quired by the contract to eéntitle the 
builders toa full payment of the price, has 
not discouraged N. F. Palmer, Jr., & Co., for 
they have arranged with the Navy Depart- 
ment to have another power trial, and yes- 
terday orders were received at the navy 
yard to make an expert test of the correctness 
-Oof the indicators to be used In another trial to 
take place as soon as possible. Thé official 
report of the trial made on Feb. 2 
in the Long Island Sound shows 
that the horse-power developed by 
the engines, etc., was 3,312.69 or 87.31 below 
the requirements, thus subjecting the build- 
ers to a penalty of $8,731, if they had con- 
sented to her acceptance by the Government 
upon the conditions of that trial. , On the day 
after the trial it was reported that the horse 
power developed was 71.90 more than the 
contract called for, but thes® were ‘‘ap- 
proximate calculations’’ of the builders’ ex- 
perts who had charge ofthe trial. A subse- 
quent test and correction of the indicators 
and a thorough computation of the records 
by the naval engineer experts proved that 
there wasa deficiency in the horse-power, 
but this does not refiect upon the civilian en- 
gineers who had charge of the machine on 
the trial since their calculations were only 
cursory and superficial. 2

A REVENGEFUL MAN, 


TWO PROMINENT CITIZENS OF NEW ORLEANS 
WHO KNEW MACHECA INTIMATELY. 

WASHINGTON, D.C,, March 18.—Col. J. C. 
Clarke, President of the Mobile & Ohio Rall- 
road,and E. L. Russell, attorney for the 
road, discussing the New Orleans lynchings, 
spoke as follows: Vol. Clarke said: 

‘*Il knew Macheca very well. When I was 
President of the lilinois Central I bullt a little 
shed for himand gave him his first start in 
the fruit business. He had grown to be a 
large importer and had amassed a fortune of 
about $800,000. Iwas interested in. him be- 
cause I wanted him to start a branch import- 
ing house in Mobile. I do not like to talk 
about the matter, although I am frank to say 
that we donot want any secret societies like 
the Mafia in this country.’’ 

**Macheca,’’ said Mr. Russell, ‘‘was a re- 
vengeful man and was concerned in at least 
three murders in New Orleans. I do not be- 
lieve that the jury was corruptly influenced. 
I think that they were afraid of being assas- 
sinated if they convicted the Itallans. I 
know Parkerson and Denegree very well. 
The are both reputable men and of high 
standing. It must have taken a great deal of 
courage for them to head the crowd of men 
who attacked the jail, because they are now 
marked men among the Italians, and I be- 
lieve that the relatives of the dead men will 
have their revenge if it takes years to accom- 
plish it.’’ 

MACHECA'’S CONVICT FATHER. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., March 18.—George W. 
Vandervoort, Secretary of the late Chief Hen- 
nessy, gave an interesting history of Hennes- 
sy'’s connection with the Mafia affairs and his 
story proves most certainly the bravery of 
the murdered man. He telisfor the first time 
the history of Macheca. Macheca was not his 
realname. His father wassentto the peni- 
tentiary for twenty years and while there 
wrote to his wife that he was to all intents 
and purposes a dead man and that she should 
marry at the first opportunity.

| FOUGHT BY DAVIS, 


The Henry County Member Talks 
Against the World's Fair Bill. 


SENATOR STONE'S JURY COMMISSIONER 
BILL PASSED BY THE HOUSE, . 


Legislating Against Bohemian Oats and 
Lightning Bod Men—A Bill Providing 
for the Appointment of a State Board of 
Medical Examinerg—The Missouri and 
Other Legislatures. 


JEFFERSON CiTY, Mo., March 18.—The House 
spent a large part of the morning in the 
Committee of the Whole discussing the 
World’s Fair appropriation bill. Lyman of 
Kansas Oity, the father of the bill, madea 
strong speech in its favor and took occasion 
to pay his respects to the bogus reformers in 
pointed language. He showed what a suit- 
able exhibit would do for the State, and 
pointed out that the State had plenty of 
money and could afford to give as much as it 
pleased. He attacked Davis of Henry County, 
who objects to every appropriation, no 
matter how pecessary, and showed that the 
people of Hefiry County wanted the appro- 
priation. 

Davis retorted ina speech against Lyman 
and the bill that caused the rattling of spit- 
toons and roars of laughter. He said that 
the poor girls of Henry County would not get 
to go the Fair, but that it would be attended 
by the millionaires, riding in their private 
cars. 

Speaker Pre Tem. Florea made a well- 


worded speech in favor of the bill and Parker . 


of St. Louis also spoke in favor ofit. The ar- 
gument of Davis isa fair sample of the rea 
sons that are being urged against the passage 
of the bill. 

The House this morning passed the Stone 
jury commissioner bill adding the Judge of 
the Court of Criminal Correction to the com- 
mission that appoints the jufy commissioner. 
It also passed Mr. Coots’ bill to protect the 
honest people from ‘‘Bohemian’’ oats and 
lightning rod men. The bill provides that 
any note given to these traveling vendors 
shall state on its face for what it was paid, so 
that the bank can, if It chooses, refuse it. 

Senator Stone introduced in the Senate this 
morning what will probably be the last bill 
introduced this session. The bill provides for 
the appointment of a State Board of Medical 
Examiners. The Senate spent a large part of 
the morning discussing a motion to fix the 
time of final adjournment for next Tyesday. 
A number of Senators argued, however, that 
it-was the Legislature's duty to finish its 
business and upona vote on the resolution it 
was killed by a tie vote, the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor voting against it. 


Other Legislatures. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., March 18.—In the Sen- 
ate yesterday the Hause bil] to accept a dona- 
tion to the Arkansas Industrial University 
and Pine Bluff colored school from the na- 
tional Congress was passed, also the legisia- 
tive apportionment bills and other measures. 
The House spent most of the afternoon listen- 
iag toa bitter speech from Jones of Pulaski, 
favoring the bill requiring saloon keepers to 
get permission from all property owners 
within 150 feet of their saloon before obtain- 
ing a license. 

The bill to pension @isabled ex-Confederate 
soldiers and provide for the establishment of 
a home for indigent veterans passed the 
House at noon afteran hour’s discussion, by 
a vote of @& ayes to 1 noes, Messrs. 
Carden, Dawson, Lowe, Weddington, 
and Woolfork (Republican) voting in the af- 
firmative. Speaker Rector, after announcing 
the vote, saidthat it would always be the 
happiest recollection of his life that he had 
the honor of presiding over the 
House that adopted the measure 
to pension the ex-Confederate soldiers 
of Arkansas. The vote of each Republican in 
favor .of the bill and the announcing of its 
passage was greeted with storms of ap- 
plause.

ILLINOIS GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill., March 18.—There wasa 
hilarious time in the House this morning, the 
session being largely devoted tothe introduc- 
tion of resolutions. Many humorous motions 
and remarks were indulged in and there was 
general good feeling on both sidesof the 
House. After the introduction of a dozen or 
more bills resolutions were introduced. One 
tofixtimeof sine die adjournment April 15, 
referred; one requiring a full statement of 
business done hy the stock yards of the State, 
to be sent to the chairman of the Committee 
on Agriculture, immediately adopted; one by 
Mr. Ferris. to pay members of Legislature $3 
per day for sixty days and $2 per day there- 
after, referred. 

Springer of Morgan introduced a buncombe 
resolution purporting to help the Jackson- 
ville Southeastern Railway out of its trouble 
by making a uniform rate of 2 cents a mile on 
all railroads, and then killed it by having it 
referred to the Committee on Railroads, 

Mr. Curtis introduced a bill limiting the 
pay of members of the General Assembly to 
$750 per session. 

Mr. Dixon of Warren introduced a bili to 
force the Chicago Stock Yards Exchange to 
treat all shippers alike in their purchase and 
sale of stock, , 

Another bill was offered to reduce the sal- 
aries of circuit court judges and State 


officers. 

The business of the House will probably be 
put under way to-morrow, although It will 
be next week before anything can be done in 
a legislative way. There is a conflict between 
the Democrats and Republicans onthe ques- 
tion of the number of committee clerks and 

anitors to be selected, but this will probably

THE SPOTTER SYSTEM. 


The Principal Cause of Complaint From 
Railroad Conductors. 

The Grievance Committee of the Brother- 
hood of Railroad Conductors is still in 
session at Hurst’s. Yesterday the officials of 
several railroads connected with the South- 
western system met the members of the 
Grievance Committee and held a lengthy con- 
ference with them. The conference was re- 
sumed to-day and it is thought that the 
meeting will adjourn this evening. Chairman 
B. B. Ray was decidedly uncommunicative as 
to the subjects discussed at the meeting, 
stating that in his opinion there would be no 
difficulty in settling amicably all 
matters in dispute. There are 
rumors, however, that the disagreement 
between the railroad officials and the 
brotherhood is ofa serious nature and that 
the latter will endeavor to secure the aid of 
the locomotive engineers and firemen in 
bringing pressure upon the railroad. A con- 
ductor,{who is not a member of the Grievance 
Committee, stated in conversation toa Post- 
DISPATCH reporter: ‘‘In. my opinion the 
trouble arises because of the spy system put 
in operation by the railroads. I have beena 
conductor for seven years and know how it 
operates. No conductor objects to being 
watched if it is done in a fair manner andif 
a fair hearingis given him before heis_ dis- 
charged for dishonesty. But the present 
spotter system is abominable. The spotters 
do not set to work to discover whether or not 
& man is honest, but their sole object 
is to make a case against him. If one 
ofthem does not report the dishonesty of 
conductors every little while, he loses his 
job, being considered inefficient, and thus a 
premium is put upon false reports,asa man 
has to discover something to keep his posi- 
tion. It can readily be understood that it is 
not easy to obtain a high elass of men to 
do this kind of work andasa matter of fact 
the spotters stop at nothing to ingratiate 
themselves with their employers. Some of 
the tricks that they resort to are shameful. A 
friend of mine was once conductor on a train 
anda man goton board at a way station. 
He was asked for his ticket, but 
after a long search was unable 
to find it, and had no money to pay his fare, 
The conductor was aboutto put him off at 
the next station when he made a piteous ap- 
peal. He said that he had just heard that his 
wife was dying, that he had hurried off from 
the place at which he had been working, had 
bought his ticket, but his distress and confu- 
sion of mind had been so great that he had 
lost it. He only wanted to go fifteen miles 
further, and begged the conductor notto de- 
tainhim. The conductor yielded, andat the 
end of the week was discharged. The grief- 
stricken husband spotter. 
But such cases can be 
guarded against. we fear is 
false reports. Itis very easy fora spotter to 
ruin a man against whom he has takena 
dislike, andiftwoorthree combine his de- 
struction is certain. Let a man be reported 
for not turning in fares five or six times, and 
off goes his head. Heis not confronted with 
his accuser, or given an opportunity to de- 
fend himself, but is simply notified that his 
services are no longer required. The com- 
pany does not let him know who has brought 
this charge against him,on account of the 
belief that if the spotter is once Known his 
usefulness isatanend. There has been more 
complaint about this system than about any- 
thing else, and our men want to have the 
same rights as the engineers, whoare not 
dismissed except for cause.’’

EUGENE SLEVIN'S BILL. 
INTERESTING sreciepunne ON FPRAK- 
CHISE-GETTING FROM THE CITY. 


Six Hundred Dollars Paid: and a Bill 
Passed—A Coincidence TestifiedfTo but 
Not Explained~J. T. Donovan on Com- 
mittee Methods in the House, 


The suit of Eugene Slevin against J. T. 
Donovan, Robert L. Henry and others, in- 
corporators of the Newstead Avenue Railway, 
for $2,500 on account of services as lobbyist, 
occupied a part of the morning and afternoon 
sessions of Division No. 5 of the Cir- 
cult Court to-day. Mr. Slevin testified 
that he was employed by the gentlemen who 
afterwards became incorporators of the 
NewsteadAvenueRallway to pre pare the oral- 
nance for introduction into the Municipal As- 
sembly, and to further the passage of this or- 
dinance. 

On cross-examination he was asked if he 
had not been paid by the Cable & Western 
Railway Co. for his services in the matter 
and admitted that he had received some 
money from that company’s president, 
Dwight Tredway. .

DID THE MISSING BROTHER-IN-LAW, 
WM. WRIGHT, KILL HIM! 


Theories of the Police Regarding the Case— 
Parallels With Maxwell and Benwell 
Murdere—The Woman Who Brought 
Them Together and Was Deserted by, 
Both. ‘i ; 


New Yoru, March 18.—New York and Tot- 
tenville, Staten Island, have a murder mys- 
tery that has some pointsin common with | 
the Maxwell case of St. Louis and the Benwell 
case of Niagara. 

On last‘Wednesday a sailor found in the 
shoal water near the Tottenville dock the 
body ofa man. The body was drawn out and 
it was found that a coarse linen handkerchief 
bearing the initials W. W. had been thrust in 
the mouth and the hands were tied with cord. 
Whether death had resulted from suffocation 
or from narcotic poison has not been deter- 
mined. Experts have agreed that the body 
had not been in the water more than four 
days. It had not begun to decompose, and 
the undertaker said it was in better condition 
than many bodies he had taken directly from 
the death bed. 

G. 8. New, a boarding-house keeper at 127 
East Fifty-eighth street, New York, identi- 
fied the body as Carl E. (Ruttinger of Stutt- 
gart, Germany, and London, England, New’s 
story is as follows: On Jan. 8, Ruttinger and 
a young Englishman named Wright engaged 
rooms at his house. He understood they were 
brothers-in-law. ey were very friendly, 
and Ruttinger paid all their. Dills. 
they went to Boston to 


them. Onthe 2th they returned. Wright 
on Feb. 1 settied his bill and told Mr. New 
he was going to Boston where he had a posi- 
tion offered him. That was on Sunday. On 
Monday, Feb. 2, Ruttinger hada very early 
breakfast and left the house. That was the 
last seen of him until Mr. New, having had 
his attention called to the description pub- 
lished ofthe Tottenville corpse, ran down 
there and identified itas the remains of the 
missing Ruttinger. 

Ruttinger evidently had not intended to 
leave New’s house permanently when he 
went away that Monday morning. He leftall 
of his effects in the room he had otcupiedand 
on the writing table was the following unfin- 
ished letter: 

New York, Jan. 16, 1891, 
127 East Fiffy-eighth Street. 
Frau Therese Ruttinger, No. 111 Neckar Strasse, 

Stuttgart: 

DEAK MOTHER—I hope you have received my letter 
to Ferdinand. To-day I received information that 
—s this week orthe beginning of next week, 

or a few days—— ‘ 

There theletter stops and no one.can tell 
what he expected would happen in those 
succeeding days. 

THE INSURANCE FEATURE, 

In his effects were found insurance policies 
for 80,000 marks (about $22,000). Of this sum 
45,000 marks had been added in three months 
and 35,000-had been carried three years. This 
fact gave basis for one of the most interesting 
theoriesin thecase. This is that Ruttinger 
is not dead, but that the body found wasa 
dummy corpse rigged up in his clothes to 
represent him so that the insurance money 
might be secured. The theorist supposes that 
Wright secured the body tin Boston, hadit 
taken around to Tottenville by water, that it 
was prepared there by being placed in Rut- 
tinger’s clothes, in the pockets of which were 
Ruttinger’s German passport, ferry tickets, 
trinkets, etc. ’ 

ANOTHER THEORY. 

There is another theory that leaves Wrignt 
out of the matter. Itis this: When Ruttinger 
and hiscompanion, Wright, came to New 
York they stopped first atthe Miners’ Arms, 
a small hotel on Front street. They had let- 
ters of introduction from friends abroad. 
They -made a number - of friends 
at the hotel, and among them 
were a.number of seafaring people. After 
they left the hotel and went to a boarding- 
house, they called several times at the hotel 
to meet old friends and make new ones. 
When Ruttinger’s pockets were searched 
two ferry coupons good for Tottenville to 
Perth Amboy were found. Inspector Byrnes’ 
men have learned that there were fifteen 
tickets sold on that day; these were the elev- 
enth and twelfth sola. The tickets to which 
the coupons were attached were taken up on 
the train which reached Tottenville at 8:50 
p.m. The iast ferry-boat for that night left 
Tottenville at 7:40 p. m., so that if the 
holders of the coupons wished to reach 
Perth Amboy the same night it would have 
been necessary forthemto pull across in a 
small boat. 4 . 7 

Thereare any quantity of small schooners 
and other vessels coming to Perth Amboy 
with coaland ironore. Suppose that on the 
day after Ruttinger’s companion left for Bos- 
ton Ruttinger, feeling lonely, went down to 
the Miners’ Arms and fell in with some sea- 
faring acquaintance whose vessel was un 
loading at Perth Amboy. It is a common 
thing for these men to come up to New York 
for a good time while their vessels are in that 
port. Suppose that Ruttingef displayed a 
goodly sum of money in the presence of his 
companions and that they, knowing that Rut- 
tinger was a stranger inthe country, decided 
that it would be an easy matter to get his 
money, and so inyited him to come down and 

pend the night aboard the hip. It would 
be perfectly natural for them to do soand 
equally natural for Ruttinger to accept: 

Ruttinger buys the tickets and they reach 
Tottenville. The last ferry boat for the night 
has gone. Perhaps the sea-faring man hired 
asmall boatto row them across, or more 
likely still, his own ship’s boat was tied to 
the doe& awaiting his return. Ruttinger 
might have been overpowered before leaving 
Jottenville, or the deed might have been 
done after he had gone aboard his friend’s 
yessel, Thereis no telling just wheie the 
body was thrown into the water, It might 
have been from the stern of a vessel or from 
the docx either in Perth Amboy or Totten- 
ville. 

The doctors belleye the body was inthe 
water for onlya few days—not more than 
four or five—but the water is icy cold at this 
time of year anda body might remain well 
preserved initforsometime, The length of 
time is only a matter of conjecture at best. 
This theary removes one of the most puzzling 
features of the case, because it accounts for 
the presence of Ruttinger in the Vicinity of 


Tottenville. 
WHERE IS WRIGHT? 

All efforts to locate Wm. Wright have 
failed, but inquiries made on the other side 
of the ocean ha ve disciosed the life histories 
of the two men. 

Carl Ruttinger and William Wright were 
bosom friends. Ruttinger married Wright's 
sister Madge, and when family discord drove 
Mrs. Ruttinger toleave her home in Dresden 
and go to England, William Wright sided 
st his sisterand remained in Dresden, 
living with Ruttinger, 

Last December Wright and Ruttinger went 
to London to find Mrs. Ruttinger. They 
learned where she was, but no reconciliation 

effected. 

Ruttinger sailed for America Dec. 81, with- 

bidding his wife good-bye. Wright came 
him, Their relatives did not know pre- 
cisely where they had gone until a letter was 
ved from William Wright, dated New 

ork, Jan. 22, saying they had arrived there 
and intended going west. No address was 


given in this letter. It was headed simply, 
‘General Post-office, New York.’’ In of 
letter Wright says:

threw them much in each otlier’s society. 
Ruttinger was a manufacturer of laces and 
embroideries in Dresden. Madge Wright was 
the d@ughter of an English merchant who, 
when he died, left her and also his other 
children with independent incomes; not very 
large sums, but quite enough for each of 
them to live upon. 

Ruttinger was a fluent English scholar, 
able to conyerse with Madge in her own 
tongue. Under these circumstances the 
courtship in a strange land, unrestrained by 
conventional English customs, progressed 
rapidly. “ 

In few weeks Ruttinger came to England, 
made Madge Wright his wife and took her 
hometo Presden, For a year or more all 
went ‘'merry as a marriage bell.’’ A daugh- 
ter was born to them, and Madge went to En- 
gland to visit her brothers and sisters. 

Soon after Madge’s return to Dresden her 
relatives here began to get reports of trouble 
in the Ruttinger household. Madge, who was 
a&really beautiful womian, was courted by 
several men and petted By all her associates. 

Ruttinger idolized her, but was almcst in- 
sanely jealous. When matters had almost 
reached the point of sepagation a ,second 
daughter was born, which restored harmony 
for the time being. During this crisis Will- 
lam Wright, Madge’s young brother, went 
to live with them in Dresden. William and 
Ruttinger became the closest friends, ab- 
sorbing themselves in common business in- 
terests. They were seldom separated from 
each other, 

Last summer Mrs. Ruttinger suddenly left 
Dresden and came to England. She brought 
one daughter with her and left theother with 
the father. During the journey Mrs. Ruttin- 
ger wastaken illand was ina private nur- 
sery connected with 8t. Bartholomew’s Hos- 
pitai During her stay there she did not 
write herhusband. After recovery she went 
to live with her eldest brother, Richard 
Wright, at Penshurst Villa, Merton, a pretty 
Surry suburb. Richard Wright ts a manufac- 
turer of electrical appliances for use on ship- 
board and is at present traveling in Ireland. 
he was ignorant of the trouble which had 
come upon his family. 

When Ruttinger and Will Wright came to 
London last December they wentto Pens- 
hurst Villa the day after Christmas totry to 
see Mrs. Ruttinger, but she was not there at 
the time. Ruttinger failed in all his attempts 
to see his wife before he sailed, but through 
the medium ofa friend their second daugh- 
ter, whom he had brought from Dresden,was 
taken tothe mother, Ruttinger did this to 
disabuse his wife ofthe idea that his prime 
object in coming to England was to take her 
children away from her. 

THE BROTHER-IN-LAW. 

Will Wright is only 23 years old. He learned 
the trade of a diamond-cutter, but as his 
father left him money enough to live upon he 
hever practiced his trade much. Two letters 
were received from Will about the same time 
last month, one by his brother, Richard 
Wright, the other by his sister, Mrs. Evans, 
the wife of a physician in Cardiff, South 
Wales. In his letter to Mrs. Evans he sald: 

This is Justa line to let you know that we have come 
to New York with the intention of going West. Not 
knowing whether I shall be able to correspond with 
any of you for some time, and in case anything hap- 
peas to me, I wish to let you know thatI leave all I 
save to Maddie or in other words Mrs. Kuttinger,and 
afterwards her children. I have thought it very 
funny that none of you have ever written to ask me 
what has happened or anything aboutit. Now we are 

oing to work lard and try to forget the serrow 
rought upon us by ene whom we loved dearly. 

Daniel Hamilton of the Miners’ Arms, gives 
this description of Wright: 

Wright was a little bit of a chap, very slender 
with fair hair and skin, light blue eyes and a small 
blonde mustache. He was rather effeminate in his 
manner and had rather a womanly voice. 

Now the boarding-house keeper describes 
Wright as follows: 

He is of medium size and probably weighs about 
125 pounds. He has.a very light complexion, dark 
bushy hair and light blonde mustache. He has blue 
hey small mouth, and stands about 5 feet 4 inches 

igh. 

Inspector Byrnes’ men conclude that Rut- 
tinger was not suffocated by the handker- 
chief in his mofth, that that was put in after 
death, and that his hands were tied after 
death. They say the cords that bound his 
hands were too slight to have held him had 
they been put on when he had the will power 
to exert his strength.

A ROW WHICH THREATENS TO DESTROY 
THEIR CINCINNATI PROSPECTS. 


The Western Association on the Run— 
How Hutchens Won the Great Sheffield 
Handicap—Racing, Base Ball and Other 
Sporting Matters. 

CINCINNATI, March 13.—The conference be- 
tween Brush and O'Neill ended last night ina 
serious’. rupture and camplications 
which threaten to greatly damage 
the League interests here. Brush had. 


joined the loeal capitalists, severe’ promi-'} 


nent Cincinnatians having been per. ..aded to 
take stock with the understanding that the 
club wopld be turned over to them for a 
nominalsum. Last night, however, O’ Neill 
demanded $35,000 for the interest he 
represented and release from all responsibil- 
ity growing out of the legal tribulations. This 
demand was not only refused by Brush and 
the local men, but they gave notice they 
would have nothing more to do with the 
League 'Club. Brush will leave to-day, hav- 
ing washed his hands of the whole matter. 
THE WESTERN ASSOCIATION. HAS ENOUGH. 

St. Pavut, Minn., March 18.—The Western 
Base Ball Association has decided to back 
water in its fight with the American Associa- 
tion. The trouble grew out of the signing of 
fielder Van Dyke. by Sioux City. 
Van Dyke had signed with the Philadelphia 
Athletics, but when the American Associa- 
tion broke away from the national agreement 
Sioux City secured him. The American Asso- 
ciation began reprisals by making overtures 
to leading Western Association players. Yes- 
terday a meeting of the St. Paul, Minneap- 
olis and Sioux City managers was held, and it 
was decided to waive all claims to Van Dyke 
ifhe signed a Philadelphia contract before 
the Sioux City deal. 

ELEVATING THE GAME. 

Ballot reform, civil service reform and fe- 
mailé dress reform have all occupied inturn 
the attention of the American people and now 
@ base ball reform is offered for the consider- 
ation of the public. The reform movement 
has for its leader Jack O’Connor, who has the 
unrivalled record of signing five contracts 
within two years. O’Oonnor got back yes- 
terday to Columbus, where he _ should 
have remained in the first place and he im- 
mediately became so much impressed with 
hig goodness that he started the reform 
movement. He stated that he had never in- 
tended to play with the League and that he 
had merely accepted the $1,200advance money 
from Pittsburg because as the League was 
throwing away its money he thought he 
might as well get some of it. He had placed 
the money in bank and intended 
to Keep it there, as it was bribe money and 
could not be recovered. The loss of the 
money, he considered, would serve the 
League right for trying to lower base ball by 
inducing virtuous players liike him to jump 
contracts. O’Connor signed to play with 
Columbus fortwo years. With such a manas 
O’OConpor at the lever, the national game 
will no doubt be raised to a most lofty height. 
In connection with O’Connor’s efforts to ele- 
vate the game, the following suggestion has 
also been made: 

‘*Now that O’Connor has been brought back 
into the fold, the next best thing that could 
befall Columbus would be Mark Baldwin’s re- 
turn to that club. Baldwin is too good a 
man to be with the crowd he is now in.’’ 

As Baldwin has himself a record of signing 
two contracts already this season, the sug- 
gestion is singularly appropriate. With him 
and O’Connor both engaged in elevating base 
ball, there is no telling how high the game 
would ascend. 

KELLY ALL RIGHT. 

Curcaao, Ill., March 18.—Mike Kelly yester- 
day received a letter from Director Hart. of 
the Boston Association team asking him to 
declare himself one way or another, so that 
both sides could know where he stood. He 
accordingly called ata newspaper office and 
declared that he would play with the Amer- 
ican Associationnext year and that he had 
signed a contract, which was in possession of 
President Prince of Boston. Kelly will prob- 
ably captain the Cincinnati Club, He has se- 
cured Radbourne to pitch for him. - Kelly

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STELLA’S STORY. 
Missing Miss Ragsdale’s Hiding Place 
Discovered To-Day. 


THE YOUNG GIRL TELLS WHY SHE LEFT 
HOME THE SECOND TIME. 


Her Mother, She Says, Assaulted Her With 
a Poker—She Did Not Run Away With 
Simons und Is Still True to Davis—A 
Statement From Davis—A Very Re- 
markable Story. 


Last Sunday afternoon Stella Ragsdale left 
the home of her mother at 3501 Manchester 
road, and despite the efforts of the police 
force she has not yet been located by 
them. Her whereabouts were this morn- 
ing discovered by a Post-DISPATCH reporter, 
she being found at a modest residence on 
Benton street, the exact number of which is 
withheld until certain legal action has been 
brought by the people who are at 
present protecting her. Stella is the 
girl who some time ago acquired 
considerable notoriety by leaving this city 
with Charles E. Davis,“who had taken out a 
license to marry her, but did not use 
the document. Instead he is behind 
the bars at the Four Courts 
at present charged with enticing 
Stella away from home forimmoral purposes. 
Last Sunday Miss Ragsdale again disappeared 
from her home and her mother reported to 
the police that this time she had gone with 
John Simons, who had left the house the 
day before, or Saturday. This proves to be 
faise. Stella has been with her friends every 
minute, they vouch, since she left her 
mother’s home last Sunday evening, and they 
know most positively that she has not 
seen Simons. This they say is absolutely 
correct, notwithstanding the’ stories to the 
contrary. 

MOST HORRIBLE TREATMENT. 

Stella tells a very remarkable story of 
the most horrible treatment received at 
the hands of her mother for the past several 
months. During the time she was telling the 
past occurrences she sobbed now and then, 
hardly being able to restrain the tears that 
threatened to flow in spite of herself. 

‘**Thetrouble with my mother,’’ said Stella, 
‘*which caused me to leave home this time, 
occurred March 3, the day Mr..Davis’ case 
was called fortrialin the Criminal Court.

KNOCKED SENSELESS BEFORE THE BOARDERS. 

**When she slapped me the second time I 
raninto the ,dining-room, which was also 
used asa sitting- room by my mother’s board- 
ers. Mother told me to get right out of there 
as she would not have any of 
my foolishness. [answered that I would not 
go out of the room until she promised me.that 
I would not be beaten. We bantered : words 
forsome time, when she picked up a wooden 
goblet, threw it and struck me just above 
the temple on the left side of 
the head. I fell senseless tothe floor, where 
Iwas picked up by the boarders. Mother 
walked out of the room, not seeming tocare 
whether or not I was hurt, several of the 
boarders who were present told 
me. Messrs. James Kane, Wm. Evans, 
Edward Fulcher, Peter Cox and John Simonds 
were present and witnessed the whole oc- 
currence. For more thana week I suffered 
most excruciating pains in my head, and was 
hardly able to standon my feet. Yet mother 
compelled me to work and was constantly 
taunting me on my worthlessness. 

‘*Last Saturday Sadie Tomlinson, mother’s 
servant, my stepfather, John Simonds, and I 
went to the Union Depot to meet some friends 
of Miss Tomlinson’s. As we were 
near home Mr. Simon’s walk- 
ing with me, my brother, George 
Ragsdale ,came up and began to quarrel with 
Mr. Simons, accusing him of attempting to 
entice me away from home. I knew that it 
was not true and told my brother so, but he 
was drinking and would not listen to me, I 
walked away leaving the men quarreling. 

DETERMINED TO LEAVE HOME. 

‘*‘They had a fisticuff, but were soon parted. 
They both came to the house and motier told 
Mr. Simons that she did not want 
him around the house any more. 
He left that afternoon. My . mother 
and brother abused .,, me terribly 
and determined me to leave home. They 
also told me that they were roing 
to send me to the reform school or the 
House of the Good Shepherd. Being 
nearly of age I did not enjoy the 
prospects. I induced Mr. James Kane to go to 
a married lady friend of mine and tell her just 
how matters stood. That was Saturday night. 
Sunday afternoon the lady’s husband came 
and got me, and I have been here ever since, 
I have not seen Mr. paren he left the 
house last Saturday, and don’t Know where 
he is, nor have I heard from him. 
A morning paper said that I 
had run away again, and I wrote 
to the editor denying the fact. My denial was

Miss Ragsdale also this morning told what 
she says is the first accurate account of why 
and how she come to leave the city with 
Charles E. Davis last December.

MISSOURI'S FRUIT CROP. 


An Interesting Report From the Secretary 
of the State Horticultural Society... 


The condition of the fruit crop in Missouri, 
as reported by L. A. Goodman, Secretary of 
the State Horticultural Society, is as follows: 

Apples—From all parts of ‘the State come 
flattering reports, and only where the 

‘ofchards held a wery full crop last year is 
there any doubt about the prospect. 

Pears—We find some injury in the northern 
part of the State, and in very many portions 
damage is done to the Le Conte. 

Peaches— In the Northwestern part of the 
State they are killed, and very DWadly injured 
allalong the Northern portion, until you 
come to the Eastern*portion where the pros- 
pects are 50 per cent. The injury seems to 
drop down below the Missouri! River in the 
Western portion into Jackson, Cass and John- 
son Counties, where it ranges from 50 per 
cent to 70 percent. Theinjury seems to be 
lighter as you go East, andthe line of injury 
recrosses the river below Boone County, and 
the Counties near St. Charles seem to be all 
rightagain. The Southern partof the State 
seems to be free from injury and the prospect 

. bright. I fear the cold of about March 1 has 
done more injury than has been reported, 
and that we will find other places injured 

when closer examination ismade. But when 
we take into account that there are ten times 
as many buds as we want peaches on the 
trees, and we can easily lose that manyand 
then have a goodcrop of peaches of better 
size and quality than ever—we see that we 
must not get frightened too soon. 

Piums—The Wild Goose varieties are also 
badly injured ,as well as the Kelsey and Prunes 
Simon!t. 

Cherries—Seem to be very little injured yet. 
and prospects good. 

Grapes—lProspects never better. 

Naspberries, blackberries and strawberries 
—Are all right, except in the northwestern 
part of the State, where they were injured by 
the dry weather of last summer, but as this Is 
only local it does notinjure the prospects to 
any great extent.

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HARK, FROM THE TOMBS. 


INGALLS RUBS CAUSTIC INTO NEW EN- 
GLAND’S LACERATIONS. 


The’Kareas Senator Charges to the Greed 
of the East the Union of West and 
South and the Replacement of Politi- 
cal by Economic Issues. 


A Boston (Mass.) special to the New York 
WORLD, under date of 15th inst., says: 

John J. Ingalls sailed last night from this 
port on board the coast steamer Dorchester 
for Baltimore, after having made a brief 
visit to the scenes of his childhood and to his 
parents, who reside in West Roxbury. 

Before leaving, he spoke freely to a re- 
policy to- 
wards the West and South in the most caustic 
terms. 

‘*The Republicans of New England,’’ he 
said, ‘‘may paste this in their hats: ‘Ifthe 
next Republican Convention nominates a 
monopolist and the platform contains a 
declaration against free coinage, unless some 
romarkable change occurs in public opinion, 
I doubt if they will carry two States west of 
the Alleghany Mountains.’ ’’ 

Again he says: ‘‘The,very pressure of 
economic questions has forced a combination 
between the Western States and those of the 
Mississippi and Missouri Valleys, those of the 
Gulf and the Southeastern Atlantic States; 
between the great grain and cotton produ‘ 
cers, as against the manufacturing and com- 
mercial interests of the East. This combina- 
tion has been forced by the greed and grasp- 
ing characteristics of the Eastern capitalists. 

**The New England people do not under- 
stand eitherthe disposition or the temper 
of the Western people, and have not under- 
stood them from the beginning. The Yankee 
idea seems to be to treat the demands of the 
West with derision and contempt. The peo- 
ple there have become tired of being ridiculed 
and of having their favorite measures of leg- 
islation overridden, and are determined to 
secure for themselves the privileges which it 
has been the custom of the Eastto set aside 
for itself. Thisis the backbone of the Al- 
liance movement, and among the last things 
its leaders would be likely to harken te would 
be the warnings from the moneyed interests 
of the New England States. 

*‘A crisis js threatened and it will take the 
combined wisdom of the country tg avert it. 
By this crisisa line of separation between 
the East and the West will be drawn, and it 
will be precipitated unless there is a modif- 
cation of the prospective and intolerant crit- 
icism which prevails against Western men 
and measures. The consequences of such a 
crisis cannot be predicted, but they will be 
momentous. The Westand South wantare- 
vision and readjustment of the tariff, they 
want the free cofmage of silver, they wanta 
series of economical measures to protect their 
agricultural interests, and every word of de- 
rision sent forth from New England does not 
tend to increase their confidence in their 
Yankee fellow-countrymen. 

‘“*The West and South Know their power. 
They know, by the adjustment of the politt- 
cal forces of the country according to the 
eleventh census, that the seat of power has 
been transferred tothem. They know that if 
they unite, as they are likely to do, that they 
can elect a majority of the Senate, a majority 
of the House of Representatives and a ma- 
jority of the Electoral College. Where would 
New England then be? There would be no 
need of revolution. New England could then 
be legislated to the place it desires the West 
tooccupy. New England wantsa gold basis. 
The West and South are unanimous. for free 
coinage; they wanta large increase in the 
circulating medium, and all that New En- 
giand may doto the contrary cannot change 
this determination. They have long submit- 
ted, forthe sake of the party,to New En- 
giand’s tariff demands, but they will submit 
no longer. 

‘*This new political movementin the West 
is misunderstood by the kast—purposely mis- 
understood, it would seem. There'are but 
few of the Western States that are not within 
the grasp of the secret lodges of the Farmers’ 
Alliance. Its surprising growth in Ohio, 
which started with 50,000 members and prom- 
ises to have 350,000 by the next election, is 
equaled in several other States, and for 
President Eliot of Harvard College to tell 
these people that they are ignorant and do 
not know what they are doing is not likely to 
modify their opinion of Eastern Instruction. As 
a matter of fact, such know-it-all instruction 
but exasperates them afid arouses their re- 
sentment. Because the voters of the West 
may lack the culture and scientific krfowledge 
and technical instruction of the Presidert and 
graduates of Harvard College, it does not 
follow that they are not equally as good 
scholars ina wider school and are not en- 
gaged in an honest effort to solve the great 
problems that confront us in accordance with 
the principles ofa sound financial basis and 
in keeping with good government. 

** How the tide is running in the West, Kan- 
sas tells; in my State Harrison receiv ed 82,000 
majority—the largest relative majority given 
by any State in the country. This majority 
has disappeared. Asina night the Republi- 
can sentiment of Kansas underwent a change, 
and tne party of Senator-elect Peffer and 
Jerry Simpson took Its place. 

‘*‘But the State of Kansas did not stand 
alone overwhelmed by ;the earthquake. 
New England brethren had their chance suc- 
cess in New Hampshire, their Democratic 

sOVernors in Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
and their minority in Connecticut. We from 
the West foresaw the catastrophe, and we ap- 
pealed tothe representatives from New Eng- 
land to be more moderate, 
went with the soup reserved 
ern digestion. Your leaders 
a disinclination to make 
slightest concesssions upon national 
questions. The Western judgment 
on such an exhibition was that future co- 
operation for their benefit with the East would 
be barren in results, and so they looked to 
the South. Business interests and a desire 
for mfitual protection drove all sectional is- 
sues and factional antagonisms out of politi- 
caluse. They were not inclined to continue 
to differ with a section with which they in- 
tended to form analliance, and so the elec- 
tions bill had but uittte consideratidh from 
them, 

‘*That is what New Englandis doing. New 
England is dependent for the means to main- 
tain her manufacturing and commercial su 
premacy upon the producing regions of the 
country, for your farmers do not raise enough 
to furnish your population with a breakfast 
three months ina year. Thereare innumer- 
eble reasons why the relations between the 
two sections should be friendly and harmon!t- 
ous. With reasonable concessions the present 
| differences could be so adjusted as to secure 
harmonious co-operation. To bring this to pass 
compromises must be made. But our experi- 
ence with New England has been that she 
will have all or nothing. 

‘‘The great prairies do not furnish us with 
lumber to build our corrals ana we want free 
lumber anda reduction of the duty on fence 
wire. Then, too, we wanted free sugar, but 
the Maine woods are not yet quite exhausted 
andthe wire-works at Worcester and the 
maple trees in Vermont all had their cham- 
pions; so our demands were refused by the 
representatives of New England sentiment. 
Not all,Wor we shall have practically free 
sugar ; t those Vermont trees had to be en- 
riched by bounties. Our Western farmers 
see and know these things, and neither Pres- 
ident Eliot nor anybody else can shut their 
eyes. Our Western farmers have even more 
reasons to feel incensedy During the close of 
the last session they saw their pure food bill, 
their lard bill and other important agri- 
cultural measures permitted to die with the 
session, so that way might be made for the 
shipping subsidy bill, which is for the inter- 
ests of the shipbullders along the Maine coast. 
Isn’t it natural, under these circumstances, 
that the producers should rise in resent- 
ment against the greed and get-all of New 
England? 

‘*Men ofthe agricultural regions see that 
yearly they labor but to grow poorer, while 
in the large manufacturing and commercial
